REGULATIONS 


With  Which  the  Subscriber  Has  Agreed 
To  Comply 


To  establish  credit  an  applicant  who  is  un¬ 
known  to  the  Company  is  required  to  make  an 
advance  payment  for  not  to  exceed  three 
months’  service. 

Where  the  cost  of  installation  is  out  of  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  exchange  revenue  it  produces, 
the  subscriber  will  be  required  to  pay  a 
reasonable  proportion  of  such  cost. 

Following  the  acceptance  by  the  Company 

of  an  application  for  service,  the  Company 
assigns  a  telephone  number,  but  this  number 
is  not  a  part  of  the  contract  and  may  be 
changed  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Company. 

Under  average  conditions  the  Company  re¬ 
quires  ten  days  to  arrange  for  and  complete 
an  order  to  install  or  move  a  telephone. 

To  guard  against  interference  with  the  serv¬ 
ice,  unauthorized  attachments  with  the  tele¬ 
phone  lines  or  instruments  are  prohibited. 

For  any  complete  failure  of  service,  of 

which  notice  in  writing  has  been  sent  to  the 
Company’s  Business  Office,  and  which  has 
continued  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours 
thereafter,  an  abatement  of  the  contract 
charge  shall  be  made  for  the  period  of  such 
interruption. 

The  continuous  use  of  a  party  line  is 
limited  to  five  minutes.  Party  line  subscri¬ 
bers  are  necessarily  associated  on  the  line 
with  others  located  nearest  to  them  and  us¬ 
ing  the  same  class  of  service.  Mutual  ac¬ 
commodations  usual  in  public  service  of  any 
kind,  where  two  or  more  persons  are  jointly 
concerned,  should  be  extended  between  party 
line  users. 

Where  the  service  of  a  subscriber  is  tempo¬ 
rarily  discontinued  and  the  telephone  number 
is  retained  during  absence  on  vacation,  one- 
half  the  regular  rental  shall  be  charged  dur¬ 
ing  such  period,  provided  written  notice  of 
the  temporary  discontinuance  of  service  is 
given  to  the  Company  in  advance. 

Denial  for  Non-payment  and  Restoral  of 
Service:  (a)  In  the  event  that  any  sum  due 
(except  as  provided  in  c  below)  is  not  paid 
on  or  before  the  14th  day  after  the  issuance 
of  the  bill,  a  written  notice  may  be  sent  to  the 
subscriber,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  amount  is  due;  and,  if  payment  is  not 
made  within  seven  days  thereafter,  the  Com¬ 
pany  may  deny  service  without  further  notice, 
(b)  In  the  case  of  coin  box  service,  if  any 
amounts  due  are  not  paid  to  the  collector  at 
the  time  of  collection,  a  notice  will  be  left 


at  the  subscriber's  premises  stating  the 
amount  due  and  notifying  the  subscriber  that 
if  payment  is  not  made  within  seven  days 
thereafter,  the  Company  may  deny  service 
without  further  notice,  (c)  Special  toll  bills, 
which  may  be  rendered  at  any  time  by  the 
Company,  are  payable  upon  presentation  and 
if  not  paid  at  once  a  notice  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  subscriber  stating  the  amount  due  and 
notifying  the  subscriber  that  if  payment  is 
not  made  within  three  days  thereafter,  the 
Company  may  deny  service  without  further 
notice. 

When,  the  service  of  a  subscriber  has  been 
denied  in  accordance  with  the  preceding 
paragraphs,  but  the  service  has  not  been  ter¬ 
minated  or  the  order  to  remove  the  service 
has  not  been  completed,  if  such  is  restored, 
a  Restoral  of  Service  Charge  will  be  made.

Two-party  Service  beyond  the  established 
exchange  area  will  be  furnished  only  where 
two  parties  outside  said  area,  but  within  one- 
quarter  mile  of  each  other,  apply  for  service 
at  the  two-party  rate. 

Rural  Service  is  furnished  only  where  at 
least  two  subscribers  are  secured  for  each  one 
mile  of  line  built.

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Information  About 

How  to  Use  the  Telephone 

When  using  the  telephone  speak  distinctly 
in  a  moderate  tone  of  voice  with  lips  close  to 
the  mouthpiece. 

Answer  your  bell  promptly  but  do  not  re¬ 
move  the  receiver  from  the  hook  while  the 
bell  is  ringing.  It  may  interfere  with  the 
signals. 

To  recall  the  operator  on  a  Magneto  tele¬ 
phone  (one  where  you  signal  the  operator  by 
turning  a  crank)  hang  up  the  receiver  and 
give  the  handle  one  quick  turn. 

Party  Lines 

All  subscribers  on  the  line  have  equal 
rights;  for  that  reason  calls  should  be  reason¬ 
ably  limited  in  length  of  conversation.  To 
make  for  efficient  service  and  to  prevent  an¬ 
noyance  to  others  on  the  line  the  following 
rules  should  be  observed: 

When  you  wish  to  call,  remove  the  receiver 
and  listen.  If  the  line  is  in  use,  restore  the 
receiver  carefully  and  quietly  to  the  hook  and 
wait  for  those  using  the  line  to  finish. 

Always  answer  your  own  signal.  If  there 
is  any  confusion  about  the  rings,  report  the 
facts  promptly  to  the  Chief  Operator.

Station- to -Station  Service — A  sta  tion-to- 
station  call  is  a  call  to  a  telephone  at  an  out 
of  town  point  on  which  the  person  calling 
will  talk  with  anyone  who  answers  at  that 
telephone.  Tell  the  Long  Distance  operator 
you  will  talk  with  “anyone  who  answers.” 

Reduced  rates,  are  in  effect  during  the  eve¬ 
ning  and  night  periods  as  follows: 

Day  Rates — 4:30  A.  M.  to  7:00  P.  M. 

Evening  Rates — 7:00  P.  M.  to  8:30  P.  M. 
Night  Rates— 8:30  P.  M.  to  4:30  A.  M. 

During  reduced  rate  periods  no  station-to- 
station  rate  of  less  than  35c  is  reduced  nor 
any  rate  of  more  than  35c  reduced  below  35c. 

Person-to-Person  Service— A  person-to- 
person  call  is  a  call  to  a  particular  person  or 
a  particular  extension  telephone  on  a  private 
switchboard  at  an  out  of  town  point.  The 
rates  for  this  service  are  the  same  for  all 
hours  and  are  somewhat  higher  than  corre¬ 
sponding  station-to-station  day  rates.
